In our text the word forth in 
verse 7 is the Greek word there is 'apostello' , the word we 
get 'apostle' from. 'Apostle' means 'sent one', 'apostello', 'to 
send them'. Literally here's a definition of It: 'To send forth 
as an ambassador on a commission to represent another, 
and to perform some task'. In the strictest sense of the term 
there are only 12 apostles. 12 which Christ sent to set the 
foundation of the Church In place. But in the most loose 
J sense of the term, every child of God is to be an apostle. A 

sent one. We are also ambassadors for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
In that sense we are 'sent ones' - 2 Corinthians 5:20, Paul 
said: 'Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
^^ God did beseech you by us: we pray you in Christ's stead', in 
Christ's place, as Christ's representatives, 'be ye reconciled 
to God'. We are to have an effective powerful service just as 
these Apostles did. And the Lord Jesus Gave us a pattern for 
"•* doing so..
